Let e pause to remark that
the oyster is something to bo gratoful
for.
‘““Today the table, without a oloth.
perhaps, is oherry or mahogany, finely
lished. For n oloth there is sprend
'ore you a napkin of amwplo diman-
sions and bright and fresh. The plokle
ian chopped up oelery and very good.
You got two kinds of orackers, and
plenty of them, and a gonerouns portion
of French bread. The butter comos in
o sightly little oone. The table furni-
ture I8 all good—dishes, glass, overy-
thing. Tho spread beforo you is ngree-
able to the oye, und the whole soene is
brilliantly lighted with the modern in-
oandesoent lamps. Tho stew comes in
an oval dish that rests upon s piata. I
don’t like to eat out of suoh a dish so
wellsa I do out of a plate, but you
know at least there s no danger burm-
ing the waiter'sthumb. The oysters are
good; the whole arrangement is away
beyond the stew of before the war. It
costs moro, but are we not botter able to
pay for it? For general get up and get
and dash and style and comfort the old
stew conldn't begin to compare with it
Thoe modern oyster stow ia one of many
things that wo do an everlasting sight
better than wo did. ""—New York Sun.
